Party and further political ambition ("I'm 
Ho ing to look out for Ten y Carpenter," he 
had said, 
"Some one 
else 
can 
save the 


world."), he espoused the Eisenhower cause 
and won election as delegate-at-large to tho 
Republican national convention, astounding 
the GOP. The same year he was elected 
state senator, announcing that in Lincoln he 
would ''keep swinging until 1 start some 
blood flowing," and that then he would be 
through with politics. 


Besides these offices, Mr. Carpenter has 


a spectacular record of seeking and win- 
ning Democratic 
nominations 
and losing 


elections. He lost for mayor of Scottsbluff 
in 1930. In 1934 he was defeated tor gov- 
ernor in the Democratic primaries by R. L. 
Cochran. In 1936 he won the Democratic 
nomination for U.S. senator, 
whereupon 


George W. Norris filed as an independent, 
won endorsement of the regular Democratic 
organization, and beat Carpenter and the 
Republican nominee, Robert Simmons. That 
^ame year Carpenter ran for Democratic 
national commit teeman, to be beaten by 
former Sen. Edward 
Burke. In 
1933, as 


Democratic nominee for lieutenant gover- 
nor. he lost to William Johnson. In 1940, 
D wight Griswold, Republican, beat Demo- 
crat Carpenter for the governorship. In 1942 
Carpenter lost the Democratic Senate nom- 
ination to Foster May. In 1948, as Demo- 
cratic Senate nominee, he lost to Kenneth 
Wherry. In 1950 he lost the Democratic nom- 
ination for governor to Walter Eaecke. 


That fall he became a Republican, charg- 


ing Truman with mismanaging the Korean 
War but declaring: that otherwise his think- 
ing on party policies was unchanged. Later 
he said his only remaining: political ambition 
was to be GOP national committeeman. 


Mr. Carpenter explains his free-wheeling 


b> describing a political party as ''merely 
a vehicle to express the wish of the people 
ralhei than a group to lell the people what 
to GO." In politics as in business he regards 
himself as a champion of the people — given 
a little less intelligence he could be even 
more of a demagogue, and pronounce it "pce- 
pul1' — versus the selfish interests.1' This sim- 
ple anti-selfishness formula has paid off bet- 
ier for him in business than it has so far in 
politics. With it, he pyramided a cut-rate 
f i l l i n g station into a mountain of enterprises, 
bayed on low prices to the consumer, which 
he made into a town nil its c_m n— Terrytov. n 
— and told in 1941 for a million dollars. 


Later this week we will set forth Mr. Car- 


penter's views on current issues. Terry is 
never without a view or a painfully blunt 
way of putting: it. When mealymouths at the 
Chicago convention were 
ijlifolv 
praising:

It is more difficult when asthma comes in 
spells at any time of year, or when it is 
almost constant. Then perhaps, the doctor 
will imd that the exciting cause is a feather 
cushion on the davenport, or feathers in the 
bed pillows, or it may be due to a cat or 
a doi; in the house or to many irritants that 
come flying thiough the air, or to repeated 
bad colds.

her spells and soon found that she got 
asthma whenever she silted flour. 


Some persons find that their asthma can 


be brought on by some strong emotion, such 
as anger or annoyance. I ha\re seen chil- 


dren \iho Kot thrir .isthma apparently be- 
cause thr father niul mother were fighting- 
and threatening a divorce. The child was 
frightened and fearful for the future. An 
as th mat it- child who has quickly recovered 
.A! a hospital may go into a spell when one 
of his parents comes to call on him. That 
it-Ms the tale. 
Some persons control asthma by finding 


out what the stimulus is that causes the 
trouble, and then avoid that. For instance, 
one evening on a train, I saw a woman coxi- 
enng her pillows with a thin plastic-liks 
material. She said that if she didn't do that 
she would be wheezing all night. 


IN MANY CASES, one of the main causei 


of asthma is a slight infection of the bron- 
chii. People with this type of trouble have 
a Hare-up of asthma whenever they get a 
cold. Some people are sensitive to molds 
which bother them all the year around. 


There are many treatments for asthma, 


and several arc helpful. A common drug 
which is used to stop a spell is adrenalin. 
A few drops of this can be sprayed into the 
nose with a 
special 
atomizer. 
The only 


trouble with this is if it is used too con- 
stantly the patient may become used to it. 


About half of the people who suffer from 


asthma set relief by sleeping in a room 
which has a monastic simplicity. This means 
that there are no drapes or carpets in which.- 
d-ast can gather. Many persons get relief 
from asthma by taking a daily dose of the 
good old iodides. Many get relief by taking 
drugs such as epherdine, nminophylline, or 
theophylline. Some use mixtures of, let us 
say, 
ephedrine, theophylline 
and pheno- 


barbital.

Anderson and Wagener Give Views on Issues in Governor Race 
Highways 


H ould you continue the sufficiency 
rating sys- 


tem for determining n-liicli highways sltould be tin- 
l>ro veil ? 


Anderson: Yes. However, we should be flexible enough so 


that any community or town which feels it has new jnlormation 
should be able to come before the advisory highway commission. 
\\agener: The time may come when we can eliminate from 
the efficiency rating some of the emphasis on traffic count. 
I 


would pay a little more attention to the road needs of people in 
sparsely settled areas of the state. 


Are you in favor of continuing the sixth cent of 


gas tax? (Due- to expire in 1955 unless the Legis- 
lature re-enacts it, tliis cent provides revenues for 
the State Highway Department's road program.) 


Anderson: I am in favor of 


continuing the sixth c e n t. 
When we have a five cent gas 
tax, 
only 2'i cents goes to 


the State Highway Depart- 
ment. That provides $11 mil- 
lion but after costs of main- 
be matched with f e d e r a l 
taining roads are met, there is 
only about S3 million left to 
money, or SB million in all.

Because of tremeinloits a/>propriations of high- 


tray money by Congress, there is some talk Nebraska 
should e.nact a seventh cent of gas tax to get funds 
to match the federal dollars. What is your position? 


Anderson: I would oppose any more gasoline tax. 
VVageneri There is definitely a. need for another cent of gas 


tax. But I'd be inclined to hold off another increase. 


How do you stand on a toll road in Nebraska as 


against a proposed four lane free interstate route? 


Anderson: It should certainly be given study. It might not 
be feasible to have a toll road clear across the state and so the 
best thing might be a combination of the two. A toll road 
wouldn't take any money from the present gasoline tax and 
would bring additional gas revenues to the state. I ceitainly 
wouldn't oppose a toll road if it wrcre found to be feasible. 
\Vae:ener: I'm in favor of th edevelopment of toll roans at 


minimum expense to the taxpayer. If we had toll roads, then 
more attention could be paid to the development of Nebraska 
roads for Nebraska people. I will recommend to our congress- 
ional delegation that the federal government make long range 
Joans tor toll road construction. If \ve can afford to give billions 
away oveiseas with no hope of return in most cases, why not 
find some way to finanee toll road.s? 


IfJiaCg your position on the truck treight toler- 


ance late and on possible changes that miglit be in- 
traduced in the 7955 Legislature? 


Anderson: I will reserve any opinion on this until it is 


shown what effect the tolerance law has had on the highways. 
I think we must be fair about this. lecognizing the importance ot 
the trucking industry and its problems with ice and snow, yet 
study to be sure it is not ruining our highways 


\Vasener: I'm in favor of some weight tolerance because as 
a prosecutor I know the need for tolerance in legal matters. But 
loads shouldn't be excessive to the highways. I would expect to 
be guided by the state engineer.

If hat do you suggest should be done about the 


tax assessment (ntestion? 


Anilersun: I can see nothing wrong with letting the people 


vote on the tax rulorm amendments proposed in the recent 
special session ol the Legislature. II the people approve them, 
we should try to carry them out. I would work with the Liebers 
Tax Committee on this. 1 would ask the State Association of 
County Assessors to name a committee to assist me and find 
ways to make it easier lor them to administer the tax laws. 
\Vagener: The tax base is entirely too narrow in Nebraska. 
The present scheme of taxing real estate and homeowners and 
property owners is archaic and cannot in the future bring enough 
iunds without being confiscatory. Tax reform is a must and 
even though it might seem distasteful we might as well get at 
the job under favorable circumstances. The state should be 
removed Irom the property tax field. The state board of equal- 
isation should be eliminated except as to railroads and utilities 
and overlapping school, weed, and fire districts. Equalization 
will not solve the future taxation needs. Equalization should be 
returned to the local level to avoid the yearly hassle between 
counties at assessment time. 
1 tavor constitutional amendments LB3 (household good 


exemption), 4 (allowing new standards for real estate assess- 
ment), and 7 (take state out of property tax iield if sales or 
income tax adopted). I oppose LB 1 (setting up a state tax 
commission) because it means another agency at the state level 
and LB 2 (allowing appointment of county assessors) because 
it would take the franchise away from the voter.

Anderson: I do plan to see that we have good operations.

Robeit Ciosbys penal institution study com- 
mittee. 
Wagener: The State Board of Control in my opinion has 


been unduly criticized. The board has done an excellent job 
under trying circumstances There is nothing so wrong with the 
state institutions that a little top supervision could not cure. 
It is my belief that certain administrative changes could be made 
at the state level in that each member of the board should be 
defmitelv assigned certain of the state institutions as his direct 
lesponsibihty.

Broadcasting Co., which has in its 
ranks shrewd showmen and hard- 
headed businessmen, is making a 
big experiment this tall. 


NBC is bringing Canadian pro- 


fessional football to American TV 
viewers on Saturday 
afternoons. 


Last year it televised the gaudy, 
expensive American college pro- 
gram of the NCAA. 


Tom Gallery, NBC director of 


sports, is responsible for the de- 
cision. After NBC tailed in its bid 
to get the NCAA package. Gallery 
lined up the Canadian Professional 
Football League. 


Eyebrows 
were 
lifted. 
Why 


.should American sports fans be in- 
terested in games played in anoth- 
er country and under another sys- 
tem of rules'* Could Canadian foot- 
ball stand up to direct competition 
with big American games? 


Many observers think the proj- 


ect is sound For one tiling it prob- 
ably oust unly a tractlun ol the 
millions that ABC and 
DuMont 


are spending to show American 
football tins iall. For another, a 
tlocl'. ol big name American col- 
lege stars are playing in Canada. 
And finally, the game , sfast and 
open—ideal for television. 


Actually the Canadian rules do 


not vary enough to pux./.le casual 
observers, and then' tendency is to 
make for a more open, brilliant 
game. The chiei spur to this is the 
fact Canadian football has only 
three downs, winch means the ot- 
tensive team must go lor the long 
gain each time rather thai trying 
to buck the line lor small yardage. 


And Canada has signed up some 


American players 
whoso

Army. Chuck Hun.singer of Flori- 
da.

NBC has the field virtually to it- 
self, and of course Gallery hopes 
Americans will start forming emo- 
tional loyalties for Canadian teams 
and Canadian players. 


The NCAA football program via 


ABC starts Sept. 18. but the game 
is Oklahoma at Calilornia. which 
kicks oil' alter the Canadian game 
linishes. The next Saturday, Sept. 
23, when ABC televises Michigan 
State at Iowa, the American game 
still starts two hours after the Ca- 
nadian.
